Mr. Reynolds next asked the Board's feeling on the question (perennial) of 
purchasing paper from the fuel account if the present budget should be exhausted 
by the year's end. By consent the Board authorized Mr. Reynolds to charge up a 
purchase of paper from budget item 33 if needed. 


The question of eliminating the large sign at the Jefferson-Webster Street 
parking lot was next. The Board suggested Frank Dunigan see Roy Humbarger about 
the sign. 


The problem of vandalism at Georgetown Branch was next on the agenda. 
Mr. Reynolds asked the Board's wishes relative to hiring a guard for Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday nights from 8:00 p.m. until midnight. Mr. Lauletta moved 
the approval for security arrangement for Georgetown Branch until we occupy 
the building. The motion was seconded by Mrs. Knoblauch and passed unanimously. 


A plan from Lincoln National Life Insurance Company prepared by Celia Fay 
and Joe Fields was discussed by the Board. The plan for group insurance pro- 
tection included Life, Accidental Death and Dismemberment, and Weekly Benefits. 
Copies of the plan were to be made and sent to all board members for further 
study. 


The Board agreed to have Carl Light, Realtor, to start marketing for possible 
buyers for Little Turtle Branch Library Building on Huffman Street and the 
Shawnee Branch Building on South Wayne Avenue. 


Approval of the bills from the Operating Fund in the amount of $51,798.91, 
electric current bill in the amount of $3,820.77; and Library Building and Equip- 
ment Fund bills in the amount of $82,061.80 was the last item on the agenda. 

Mrs. Knoblauch moved the bills be approved for payment, seconded by Mr. Lauletta 
and passed unanimously. 


When no further business appeared the Board adjourned.

Dear Mayor Lebamoff: 


The following paragraphs are written pursuant to your invitation 
to write a resume of the problems of the Board of Trustees of the Fort 
Wayne Public Library in order that the other individuals who attended 
the meeting might become familiar with those problems. 


In the early 1960's the activities of the main library and head- 
quarters departments were housed in the old Carnegie library at Wayne 
and Webster streets, the library annex at 624 W. Washington Blvd. and 
twelve old dwellings along Washington Blvd. and in the 600 block of 
West Wayne Street. The branch library activities were carried on in 
four obsolete buildings. 


Preparatory to planning for a new main library, the board hired 
the firm of Library Building Consultants to make a survey of the 
community's library needs. That survey indicated that the city needed 
a modern main library and relocation of the existing branch libraries 
as well as the establishment of three new ones. The present main 
library was erected between 1964-1968. 


The first branch established by the board was the one located 
in the old post office sub-station in Waynedale. This is currently 
in rented quarters. In 1970 a bond issue was floated in the amount of 
$2,400,000.00 to enable the board to begin the erection of new branch 
libraries as well as to purchase additional land adjacent to or near to 
the present main library for more public parking and land for future 
expansion of the present main library. 


The board at present has three branch facilities under construc- 
tion. These are Georgetown on East State Blvd., Hessen Cassel on the 
Paulding Road near Hessen Cassel Road and Waynedale Branch on the Lower 
Huntington Road. The first two of these should be ready for public use 
near Labor Day of this year. Waynedale Branch should be completed 
shortly after January, 1973. 


The purchase of a facility now occupied by the Kroger Co. at 
Sherman and Florence will provide quarters for the present Little Turtle 
Branch Library on Huffman Street after a remodeling program. Bids will 
have been taken on Monday, May 22nd, for construction of a building on 
Doan Drive between Calhoun St. and Noll Drive. This building will re- 
place the present Shawnee Branch on South Wayne Avenue. 


At present we are negotiating for the purchase of the Macedonian 
Hall structure at the corner of Warsaw and Agnes Streets. We intend to 
move the present Pontiac Branch into this structure after a remodeling 
program. This may be done before the end of 1972. This leaves only the 
Tecumseh Branch Library in the old Lutheran School structure on East State. 
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Page 2 


Near the end of 1971 the board purchased the Y.W.C.A. properties 
on West Wayne Street adjacent to the main library. The site will provide 
public parking and future expansion when the property becomes available 
to us. The Y.W.C.A. have an option to remain as long as four years, if 
they wish. 


The board may need to consider the purchase of additional parking 
space across from the main library. This would be for use of the public 
and would be fee parking. 


The library board like any other board is confronted with the 


problems arising out of this long period of inflation. We are particularly 


vulnerable to the rising costs of books and related materials, since they 
are excepted from the control of the Price and Wage Commission. The 
increase in the cost of books has risen 57% since 1967. Last year, 1971, 
the rate of increase was 13.6%. 


The survey for branch libraries suggested that after a ten-year 
period, four additional branch libraries might well be needed. These 
would need to be erected beyond the periphery of the present branch 
structures. 


I hope this resume will enlighten the members of the other Boards 
and Commissions who attended your meeting.

The question has arisen whether the contract which 
you have executed with Michael Kinder, Inc., for construction 
of the Shawnee Branch should be modified to provide for an 
escrow Of retainages with interest payable to the contractor 
as provided in I,C, 1971, 5-16-5.5 as added by the 1972 Gen- 
eral Assembly effective May 1, 1972. 


In my opinion this contract should not be so modified. 
If the contractor or anyone else should insist on such alter- 
ation, the job should be readvertized and rebid. 


The Invitation to Bid and the specifications, which 
were properly prepared before the effective date of the Act, 
included the following provision: 


"Subsequent contracts between the Board 
of Trustees and the sucdessful bidder 
shall be compiled by the Architect and 
shall generally conform to the Standard 
Form of Agreement between Contractor 
and Owner for Construction of Buildings, 
A1A Document No. A101, 1967 edition." 


Pursuant to this Invitation the Contract was properly 
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6/19/72 -2- (Shawnee Contract) 


executed in the form specified. 


An agreement including an escrow of the sort provided by 
the new Act would result in larger payments to the Contractor. 
If the invitation and specifications had indicated such an escrow 
and payments, presumably competition would have resulted in lower 
bids. To include such a provision now would not only be a de- 
parture from the invitation and specifications but also would 
result in a windfall to one bidder. 


The conclusion that the Shawnee contract should not be 
modified at this stage is reinforced as a practical matter by 
the fact that that State Board of Accounts has not yet approved 
an escrow agreement form. Since the proposed form is not strictly 
in accord with the Act, perhaps because of deficiencies in the 
Act, the State Board of Accounts may not approve this from. 
Every interest except the contracting agency and the taxpayers 
has been represented in the preparation of these forms. Pre- 
sumably the State Board of Accounts will consider that interest. 
In any event, it would be in order to wait for its action. 


In the future you will have to take this 1972 Act into 
account. The effect is that net income on the 5% or 103 of 
monthly progress payments and any other retainages, determined by 
the architect wililago, to. the, contractor. This should be clearly 
set forth in the invitation and specifications in order that you 
may receive any benefits that may result in the form of lower 
competitive bids.

Mr. Slater 
presided. 


Approval of the minutes of the May 22nd meeting was the first item on the 
agenda. Mrs. Buirley moved the minutes be approved as submitted, seconded by 
Mr. Erb and carried. 


A Discussion on the schedule of hours for the new branches was next on the 
agenda. Mr. Reynolds suggested we begin by being open two nights and all day on 
Saturday, four days 9:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m. and two days 9:00 a.m. to 9:00 p.m. 
By consent the board asked Mr. Reynolds to make a schedule for the branches. 


Grinsfelder-McArdle presentation of the remodeling of the Macedonian Hall 
for Pontiac Branch Library was next on the agenda. A preliminary cost estimate 
(h.i.) was given to the Board. Mr. Shambaugh moved the approval of Phase I with 
the following change of carpeting instead of vinyl, and include from Phase II - 
air conditioning the lst floor, enclose rear vestibule and book drop making the 
cost $58,457.00 estimate.

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Additions to Staff Manual 


Branch Library meeting rooms cannot be made available to any organization 
on a recurrent basis for an indefinite period. Classes, or other groups 
requiring regular meetings, may be scheduled for definite periods (as 
determined by the Branch Librarian). 


Admission may not be charged for meetings, although groups using branch 
library meeting rooms may charge tuition and require pre-registration 

for purposes of control. The Library receives no monies from any person 

or group using its rooms. Materials to be used during the meeting may 

be sold by the group, but users are reminded that the rooms may not be 

used for commercial purposes. The Branch Librartan will make any necessary 
interpretations of the word "commercial." ~~” nat 


Branch library meeting rooms may be used after normal library closing times, 
but they must be vacated no later than 10:00 p.m. Branch meeting rooms 

may not be used on Sundays when the branch is closed. All branch meeting 
rooms are so designed that they may be separated from other branch facili- 
ties, except kitchenette and rest rooms, by locked doors. All meeting 
rooms have two exits to the exterior of the building. Self-locking doors 
are provided. 


The person who signs the application for use of the meeting room is re- 
sponsible to see that the room is properly closed. If this person cannot 
attend the meeting, some other adult member of the group, who is present 
at the meeting, must countersign the application form, thereby accepting 
responsibility to see that the room is properly closed. The librarian 
in charge will make certain that the application form is properly signed 
before allowing the group to assume possession of the room. 


The four paragraphs preceding are recommended for insertion into the 
Staff Manual under a new heading, "Meeting rooms-Branch Libraries.’ Used 
in addition to the statements presently governing the use of Main Library 
meeting rooms (use of meeting rooms and auditorium, pg. 69), they would 
serve as the policy under which the use of branch meeting rooms might be 
controlled. 


The proposed additions would make the branch meeting room policy 
somewhat more liberal than that of the Main Library, mostly by allowing 
for the inclusion of classes and demonstrations among the activities 
scheduled. Commercial, religious, political, and purely social gatherings 
would still be prohibited. 


I feel that the proposed liberalization of policy is warranted by 
the more informal nature of the branch situation and by the intended 
use of the "community" rooms and I recommend that these policy additions 
be adopted.

Electric in the amount of $7,575.00 for a grand total bid of $52,004.71. The 
motion was seconded by Mrs. Buirley and passed unanimously. 


The above members along with Mr. William Miller, Mrs. Helen Reynolds and 
Mrs. Vera Dulin met at 4:00 p.m.
